a leak and the boys leaped out to 
swim to shore. 


There were no witnesses to the 


drowning besides young Cripps. 
Other troop members were playing 
on a bank out of sight 


When the scouts saw Cripps, his 


clothes soaked, coming up from the 
lagoon, they became alarmed and 
demanded to know where Peterson 
was. - Cripps declared that he had 
fallen off. the bank and that he 
did not know where his friend was. 


After several minutes 'the boys 


and Scout Master Harvey Borman 
became alarmed and began a search 
for the missing boy. Lyle Andrews, 
and Earl Kirby and Ernest Sargent 
found Peterson's cap floating on the 
lagoon and the boat, partially filled 
with water, nearby. 


Mr. Borman and men living in the

A motion for a new trial was 


made and Judge S. E. Smalloy sot 
Monday, Kay 1, for the. hearing of 
arguments. 


According to the testimony 'of 


John Prochaska, who'was with Shie- 
fel on the night Stake was killed, 
Stake had. driven past the buggy 
containing him and Shiefel and pull- 
ed across the .road, barring further 
progress. An altercation followed 
and Stake jumped from his buggy 
and pulled him from the buggy, 
Prochaska stated. He then went to. 
the other side of the buggy and 
struck his nephew, William Shiefel 
he said. 


Stake kicked and struck the boy 


while he was down, he testified. 


The father, John Sheifel told of 


the incidents preceding the killing. 
He said that he found his son on 
the ground and that Stake suddenly 
turned upon him and said he would 
kill "every 
Shiefel that ever 


lived." 


The two men grappled and fell. 


It was then that he struck the blow 
with his knife that he believed kill- 
ed Stake, he testified. Shiefel said 
the knife was one whic hhe had al- 
ways used for odd jobs. 


The convicted man is 65 years old 


and a resident of Highland. He is 
married andthe father of five chil- 
dren.

Wireless Education Will 


Supplement Teaching 


And Research 


The completion of the cycle of 


university endeavor, which now in- 
cludes teaching and research, will 
be attained with the establishment 
of education by radio, according to 
Prof. W. H.-Lighty, of the extension 
division. In further 
explanation, 


he pointed out that a university is 
not only a place of instruction and 
study for the people in the period 
of adolescence,' but also •• a 
center 


from which unbiased information 
can.be available to the great mass 
of the people in the state. 


At present a course in'mnsical ap- 


preciation in. given out under 
the 
direction of Prof.'E. B. Gordon. A 
letter WM recently received from a 
rancher in Montana, telling of his 
pleasure in listening in on the 
course each Friday evening. In ad- 
dition instruction concerning tho 
activities of the university is given 
out each noon. Thus "the people of 
the state will he offered an oppor- 
tunity'to hear the-actual voices of 
the university professors 
speaking 


on the vital current problems. 
• "It is aimed 'to give the discipli- 
nary .knowledge offered in .the uni- 
versity courses, but rather to offer 
interpretive , information," 
said

nent audience as is found in the 
university.

made at a series,of related lectures. 
Rather .each talk will make a com- 
plete unit, and anyone listening in 
for the first time will' be able to 
grasp the situation."

After the O'Hare lecture, in view of Mrs. 


O'Hare's apparent culture, 
refinement and 


ability, the story told by Looker seemed quite 
preposterous. A group of ex-service men, who 
had attended the protest meeting, decided to 
investigate the Looker story. First of all, they 
called up Mr. Jackson, who told them that the 
meeting referred to by Locker had been held 
at Plentywood,' Montana, instead of at Williston, 
N. D., as had been inferred 
from 
Looker's 


story at the protest meeting. 


A telegram, in the nature of a general in- 


quiry, was sent to the sheriff of Sheridan coun- 
ty, Montana, and the following telegrams were 
received in answer: 


"Kate O'Hare has spoken here four times 


last six years. At no time has the Ameri- 
can flag been torn down or..spuriously al- 
luded to. I have known Kate O'Hare for 
seven years and while she may be consid- 


ered a radical politically, after "having 
heard four addresses I consider her 100 
per cent American—0. M. Collins, late 
first liutenant third Indiana infantry, ser- 
geant infantry B company war Spain, late 
first sergeant A company infantry, sher- 
iff, Sheridan county, Montana." 
Second telegram: 


"Kate Richard O'Hare spoke here last 


July. American Legion members protest- 
ed vigorously against her speaking. She 
addressed 2,500 people. All were pleased 
but a few who had never seen active ser- 
vice. Don't be led astray 
by rumors. 


Wire Ralph Lund, Post Commander Amer- 
ican Legion, Plentywood, Montana. Signed 
0. L. Collins." 
Mr. Looker was then reached by 'phone, and 


reaffirmed the story as told at the protest 
meeting, and also gave Plentywood, Montana, 
instead of Williston, N. D., as the place where 
this meeting was held, and further, stated that 
this meeting took place in June, 1917. 


A second telegram, asking for specific in- 


formation, regarding this meeting, was then 
sent to Ralph Lund, commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion *past at Plentywood, Montana. No 
direct reply was received. The following tele- 
gram was sent to the Madison post of the Leg- 
ion. 
Although not verbatim, it is correct in 


substance- 


"Who does Amlie represent? 
Why does 


he want to know, about Kate 
O'Hare? 


Business men say she is associated 
with 


radicals. Made brood'sows speech. Waved 
red flag, and said it would some day wave 
over United States. 


(Signed) C. A. Anderson post, 
American Legion, 
Plentywood, Montana." 


There is not an attempt to answer one of the 


questions relating to the story as told by Ar- 
thur Looker, nor is the telegram signed. Ev- 
erything seems to show an admission, as well 
as a tacit understanding that .anything specific 
would incriminate one of their own men.

relating the story as told by Looker, and ask- j
